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Women religious convention 


Sisters stress commitment to ju

SAN FRANCISCO (NC)—The National 
Assembly of Women Religious (NAWR), 
which drew 800 nuns from all over the 
country to its annual meeting here Aug. 7-10, 
reemphasized its commitment to social 
justice and stressed the necessity of equal 
rights for women in the Church. 


Resolutions approved dealt with the 
equality of Sisters and all women in the 
-Church. They included: 


—Including women in the decision-making 
bodies of the Church; 

—Action to equalize the involvement of 
women in theological education and research; 

—Support for the ordination of women as 
deacons, priests, and bishops; 

—Commitment to the passage of the Equal 
Rights Amendment; 

—Support of the statement on equality of 
women in the Church by the caucus of Roman 
Catholic women religious at-the International 
Women’s Year tribune in Mexico City; 

—An end to colonialism, nuclear explosive 
devices and testing; 

—Support for the United Farm Workers.

address predicted that mankind has 20 years 
to reorder the world or experience either 
tyrannical despotism or a cataclysmic series 
of mini-disasters. 

Sister Margaret Farley, associate professor 
of ethics at Yale Divinity School, said that 
Sisters ought to demand justice for 
themselves, particularly in the area of 
Church ministry. 


““‘Women have traditionally been consider- 
ed lesser persons in the Church. Unless we 
can understand women to be fully, and not 
secondarily, in the image of God, we shall not 
know the full moral imperative regarding 
equality of all persons,’’ she said. 


TOPICS ADDRESSED during the conven- 
tion included alternatives to prison, aliens 
without document, global spirituality, reset- 
tlement of Vietnamese refugees, and world 
hunger.

To protect unborn 


Bishops pledge time, funds, energy 


WASHINGTON (NC)—More than 140 U.S. 
bishops said last week that reversing 
Supreme Court abortion decisions is an 
urgent issue requiring immediate action. 


The bishops, attending four regional 
pro-life meetings, also urged passage of a 
constitutional amendment protecting all 
unborn human life, according to Msgr. 
James McHugh, secretary of pro-life 
activities for National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops (NCCB). 

‘Bishop Leo T. Maher attended the regional 
meeting in San Francisco. Other regional 


- meetings were held in New York, Chicago 


and Dallas-Fort Worth. 


TO ACHIEVE their pro-life goals, includ- 
ing passage of a constitutional amendment,

the bishops said they are willing to sacrifice 
time, energy, personnel and money to help 
educate citizens and to organize and 
coordinate the action necessary to achieve 
their goals. - 

The bishops, Msgr. McHugh reported, 
said also in their dialogue with members of 
Congress and other legislators in seeking an 
amendment they will be guided by the 


‘principles that: 


—The unborn child should be established 
as a person under the law in the terms of the 
‘Constitution from conception on; 

—The Constitution should express a 
commitment to the preservation of life to the 
maximum degree possible. The protection 
resulting therefrom should be universal; 

—The proposed amendment should give 
the states the power to enact enabling 
legislation, and to provide for ancillary 
matters such as record-keeping; 


—The right of life is described in the 


‘Declaration of Independence .as inalienable 
and as a right with which all men are. 


endowed by the Creator. The amendment 
should restore the basic constitutional 
protection for this human right to the unborn 
child.

4,000 refugees resettled in diocese

More than 700 Vietnamese 


- families totalling about 4,000 


refugees have been resettled 
in this diocese through the 
efforts of two agencies, the 
diocesan Refugee Resettle- 
ment Office and the United 
States Catholic © eae 


(USCC). 
~The diocesan office has - 


arranged sponsorship for 80 
families and the USCC, 
operating from the refugee 
center at Camp Pendleton 
Marine Base near Océanside, 
has directly placed 697 
families in the diocese. 


FIGURES RELEASED by 
the diocesan office show that 


28 parishes have’ stepped 


forward to help refugees find 
homes and jobs, while nine 


_ More are awaiting arrival of 


Vietnamese -families from 
Camp Pendleton. 


Indicating his total support 
of the refugees last June, 
Bishop Leo T. Maher of San 
Diego wrote a letter to all 
pastors urging parish spon- 
sorship of Vietnamese fami- 


lies. ‘‘Now is the time to be a 


Good Samaritan,’’ he wrote. 


The bishop noted that his 
letter was a ‘‘plea for 
parishes to sponsor’’ refugee 
families and said that a 
number of parishes ‘‘have 
already taken on this charit- 


able work. and found how 


tae 


rewarding it is.” = 

THE IMMACULATA par- 
ish on Linda Vista Road, San 
Diego, is typical of the way in 
which parishes have spon- 
sored refugees. For one year 
69 parishioners and_ their 
families have pledged more 
than $540 a month toward 
supporting the Vietnamese 
family of Hoang Manh Sang. 


Additionally, the parish 
has given Sang, his wife and 
four children, more than 
$500 in gifts and has 
completely furnished a house 
on Lauretta Street for them. 
Sang has found employment 
as a janitor and is earning 
about $340 a month. 

In addition to parish spon- 
sorships, the diocese reset- 
tled refugee families with 43 | 
individuals, according to Jav- 


ier Kutsche of the resettle- 
ment office staff. 


-HE NOTED THAT, to 
date, the office has been very 
successful in keeping the 
refugee families it has placed 
off the welfare rolls. 


“Sponsorship is expens-_ 
ive,’’ Kutsche said, ‘‘and_ 
that is why we work hard to_ 
promote parish sponsorship. 


Larger groups can assume 
the financial burdens much 


‘more easily than individu- 


als.”’ 


He said the office does 
accept individual sponsor- 
ship offers, ‘“but we use an 
extensive screening process 
to make sure that helping a 
Vietnamese family won’t 
financially overburden a pro- 
spective sponsor.”’ 


THE DIOCESAN office 
will send refugees that have 
been resettled through other 
agencies to the welfare 
office, ‘‘because that is about 
all we can do for them when 
they come to us for help,”’ 
Kutsche said.

New Spanish action 
committee set up 
through Synod policy

The diocese will soon establish an executive committee for 
the Spanish speaking people. It will be headed by Auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert “E. Chavez, diocesan -vicar for the 
Spanish-speaking. 


This committee is a result of policies approved by Bishop 
Leo T. Maher submitted to him by the 14 commissions of the 
Synod which nas been held in the diocese over the past two 
years. 


THE POLICY on Spanish-speaking needs came from the 
commission on Mexican-American interests. It called for a 
committee which would: 


[a] see that all diocesan and parish offices and services give 
adequate attention to the language and cultural needs of the 
Spanish speaking; 

[b] insure that there will be adequate representation of 
Spanish-speaking in all policy, advisory and executive aspects 
of diocesan and parish structures; 


[c] evaluate and determine that the needs of the Spanish 


‘speaking are met. 


The ‘‘pastoral need’’ presented with this policy states that 
there is a need to ‘‘promote among the Spanish-speaking 
population personal, family and social consciousness, and to 
develop personal and group leadership through the Church.” 


A policy recommendation from the commission on family 
life, asking for a permanent body at diocesan level to be 
established, has also been accepted by Bishop Maher, 
according to Father Phillip Straling, Synod executive 
secretary. \ 


THIS BODY ‘‘shall incorporate existing structures and 
programs dealing with family life in the diocese,’’ according 
to the announcement. The bishop ‘‘emphasized that this body 
should have representation from, and offer services to, 
parishes and deaneries as well as Being closely integrated 
with them,’’ according to Father Straling. 


Named by the bishop to the implementation committee for 
this policy are: Sister Joan Alford, Father James Ferrigan, 
Harry Hood, Dr. June O’Connor, Mr. and Mrs. Dean Krenz, 
Dr. Tom Lutz, Deacon and Mrs. Joseph Remley and Mr. and 
Mrs. John Winters. 


The committee has been asked to meet with the Synod’s 


Family Life commission to study other Synod policies which 


deal with family life and to — themselves of the research of 
the commission. :

The Right to Life 


Self-sacrificial Love 


Respect for life 
breeds justice, love 


By William E. May 


We live in an age when millions die of 
starvation and exploitation, when other 
millions perish in the ravages wrought by 
war, when the mutilated corpses of many 
others bear eloquent testimony to the tragic 
aftermath of automobile, train, and airplane 
disasters. 


We live too in an age when millions of 
human fetuses are killed because they are 
unwanted. In the midst of all this death we 
are urged, and rightly so, to respect life. 


BUT WHY are we to respect life, and how 
does respect for life relate to the subject of 
reconciliation? 


As Catholics we believe that every human 
being is precious, priceless, a being of 
infinite and transcendent value. We believe 
this because we believe that a human being 
is different in kind from other kinds of 
beings, and that a human being is different 


in kind precisely because he is the living 
image of God. 


Thus we believe that human life is - 


something sacred, something that partici- 
pates in the sanctity of God Himself. Life 
itself is a gift from God. 


WE DO not believe that life as such is the 
highest good, for God Himself is the highest 
good, and our moral good or our willingness 
to do what is right and our unwillingness to 
do what is wrong is the way that we respond 
to His call to perfection. 


Thus we are ready, or should be ready, to 
sacrifice our lives, if necessary, rather than 
to be willing to betray His trust by doing 
wrong. But human life, precisely because it 
is life in God’s image, is a real good. 


To have our hearts and wills set on its 
destruction, thus, is to be willing to do 
something that is wrong. 


LIFE IS a good of human beings, but it is a

will inherit 
anti-life mentality

When I was a child in Catholic grade 
school I was given a hand-sized box to fill 
with pennies. Sister said that the pennies 
would be sent to he foreign missions to save 
unwanted babies—particularly girl babies— 
who would otherwise be exposed to death 
and allowed to die. It was called a ‘‘mite’’ 
box, a place where children rather than the 
widow of the Gospels, contributed their 
mites. 


I didn’t understand at the time why our. 
Catholic missionary priests, Brothers and_ 
Sisters were interested-in saving lives when 
they: were supposed to save souls, why they 
didn’t simply baptize the babies, let them 
die and go straight to heaven. 


BUT I HAVE learned since that Christians 
have always been interested in human life in 
all stages of development, from the wonib to 
the tomb, as well as beyond. This would 
explain why Christians were the first to open 
orphanages, to build hospitals for the poor, 
leprosariums for the social outcasts, and 
homes for the aged. 


Isn’t it strange that the Catholic Church 
has been so vehemently criticized for the 
emphasis that it places on the life to come, 
when in fact it has taught the world to be 
sensitive and concerned for life that is 
present? 


Anyone at all familiar with the history of 
Western civilization, as contrasted with the 
practices of those lands where the Gospel 
has not been preached, will recognize the 
criticism as a gross caricature. 


LOVE OF GOD and love of neighbor has 
been the great commandment of the 
Jewish-Christian tradition, but Jesus made 
‘love for one another’’ the test of one’s love 
of God, the hallmark by which the world 
would know that Christians are His 
disciples. 

This concern for the needs of others, 
including the primary need to live, is 
stressed in the earliest catechism that has 


come down to us, the second century 
Didache or Teaching of the Apostles. 


“The second commandment: of the 
Teaching is: You shall not commit 
murder... You shall not kill an unborn child 
or murder a new born infant’’ (Ch. 2;. 
Distinguishing between the Way of Life and 
the Way of Death the catechumen under 
instruction was warned that ‘“‘killers of 
children’’ walk the way of death (Ch. 5). 


IN THE MOST eloquent apologia or 
defense of the Christian religion, the 
unknown author of the second century 
“Letter to Diognetes’’ tells a Roman judge 
that his correligionists are not fanatics. They 
are’ more human, because more humane, 
than their pagan countrymen: 


“Christians are not different from the rest 
of men in nationality, speech or customs; 
they do not live in states of their own, nor do 
they use a special language, nor adopt a 
peculiar way of life...They marry like the 
rest of men and beget children, but they do 
not abandon the children that are born. They 
share a common. board but not a common 
bed. In the flesh as they are, they do not live 
according to the flesh’’ (Ch. 5). 


Contributing to the decline and ultimate 


fall of Roman civilization in the West was the 
all but total disregard in pagan society for 
the life of the unborn and newly born. 
Abortion and infanticide were not only 
unpunished but approved by the philoso- 
phers or wise men of the day (cf. 
“‘Contraception,’’ by J.T. Noonan, Jr., pp. 
33-46). 


IT IS IN this context that we must read the 
classic condemnation of the anti-life 
mentality of pagan society, penned by the 
great Augustine in the late fourth century: 


‘Sometimes this lustful cruelty or cruel 


‘lust comes to this, that they even procure 


poisons to induce sterility; and if these do 


not work they extinguish or destroy the fetus 


in some fashion in the womb, preferring that 
their offspring die before it lives, or if it, is 


good that we possess at the mercy of our 
fellowmen. It is for this reason, I believe, 
that the fetus symbolizes our humanity and 
our attitudes toward life. No one who takes 
biological evidence seriously denies that the 
fetus is a human being, a living member of 
the human species. 


But some claim that the fetus is not a 
person or a subject of rights, simply because 
the fetus is not a conscious self with interests 
of its own and with the capacity of relating to 
other selves. For them it is not a 
‘‘meaningful’’ human being, a ‘‘meaning- 
ful’’ human life. : 


But when we think of it no one who reads 
these words—no human being anywhere— 
was a person or a personal subject at birth, if 
by person one means a self-conscious being 
aware of itself as a self and capable of 
communicating with other selves. 


FOR US to develop into conscious selves, 
other human beings had to let,us develop. 
had to let us be. What this shows us, I 
believe, is that human existence, as a 
personal existence, is inescapably and 
necessarily a co-existence or, to use biblical 
language, that it is covenantal in character. 


To be human in the sense that to be 
human means being personal is to exist with 
other human beings and by leave of other 
human beings. Personhood, in other words, 
is a gift. 

It is a gift that we receive ultimately from 
God who has made us in His image and has 
thus made us to be the kind of beings with 


the capacity for personal development. 


AND IT is a gift that we receive, directly 
and immediately, from the parents who 
conceived us in an act that was at the very 
same time, one hopes, an act expressive of 
the love they had for one another. 


No one of us would have any -notion 
whatsoever of himself as a self had it not 
been for the help given him by other human 
beings. No one of us lifts himself up to the 
level of personal existence by his own 
bootstraps, as it were. There must be a boot 
to which our straps can be attached, and that 
boot is the human community, a community 
that first of all lets us to be and enables us to 
be ourselves. 


An attitude that despises life tears at the 
heart of human community, at the 
covenantal bond that ought to exist in and 
among men and between men and God. It is 
an attitude that gives rise to hatred and 
enmity, to jealousy and possessiveness, to 
sin and death. 


ON THE contrary, an attitude that 
respects life, loves life and seeks to affirm it, 
is an attitude that provides the’ climate 
wherein love and justice can flourish. It is an 
attitude that is willing to:forgive and to heal 
the wounds inflicted by sin. 


It is an attitude of reconciliation and Self- 
sacrificial love that will create a community 
in which human beings are wanted and can 
be made to feel ‘“‘at home”’ and be given the 
strength to suffer injustice rather than inflict 
injustice, where they can be faithful images 
of the living and loving God. 


Life in the balance 


already alive in the womb, to kill it before it 
is born. 


“‘Assuredly, if both husband and wife are 
like this...1 dare to say that the wife is in 
some respects the harlot of her husband and 
he the adulterer of his own wife’’ (‘‘On 
Marriage and Concupiscence,’’ 1, 15, 17). 


SOME WOULD write off the warning of 
Augustine as an example of the Catholic 
Church’s pessimism in matters of sex. But 
they miss the point. Augustine and ¢the 
Church for which he speaks are more 
concerned with respect for life than for the 
virtue of continence, even though it is often 
“cruel lust’’ which leads to the killing of the 
unborn and the murder of the newly born. 


Children are no longer asked to give their 
Lenten pennies to save unwanted babies. 
Rarely are the unwanted babies given the 
chance to live and to be wanted. They are 
aborted, at home as well as abroad. The 
United States is fast rivaling Japan in its 


claim to infamy as the ‘‘abortion paradise.”’ 


The abortion fall-out is rapidly engulfing 
the world. But an equally ominous cloud is 
on the horizon. The children who have 
survived the present fall-out will inherit the 
anti-life mentality of their elders. 


THE UNWANTED will no longer be just 
babies, but the mentally retarded, the 
physically handicapped, the incurably sick, 
irrespective of age. But the callous disregard 
for human life will be turned ‘principally 
against the aged: who will become an 
increasing burden to the family and society. 


A nation that has come to legalize. the 
killing of the unwanted in the sanctuary of 
the womb will be less hesitant to legalize 
killing of the unwanted even in the sanctuary 
of the home. 4 


And yet there is reason for hope. The Way 
of Death was effectively challenged by the 
Way of Life in our Christian past. It can and 
must be challenged with the same vigilance 
and vigor by Christians today. . 


‘Talking Point—Communists and Catholics 
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Vatican policies in Eastern Europe raise questions 


_By Milford Chipp 


The National Alliance of Czech Catholics has 
protested President Ford’s participation in the 
Helsinki meeting on security and cooperation 
in Europe. Meanwhile, Pope Paul has named 
bishops to two Latin-rite dioceses in Bulgaria, 
thus filling all three sees in that country for the 
first time since the communist oppression of 
the Catholic Church in East Europe shortly 
after World War II. 


This article by San Diego newspaperman 
Milford Chipp incorporates news and views 
obtained from east European sources from the 
author’s contacts made through his own 
extensive travels and access to information 
from behind the Iron Curtain. 


East Berlin’s Herz Jesu church was packed to the 
doors for the celebration of High Mass _ by 
Archbishop Agostino Casaroli, the Pope’s ‘‘foreign 
minister.’ 


Berlin’s Cardinal Alfred Bengsch and the four 
“apostolic administrators’’ of Schwerin, Magde- 
burg, Erfurt and Bautzen—who between them 
shepherd a flock of 1.3 million Roman Catholics 

_ under communist rule—knelt in the front row. 


BUT THE EXPECTANT congregation heard 
nothing of the details of Archbishop Casaroli’s 
six-day talks with Oskar Fischer, the East German 
foreign minister. 


Archbishop Casaroli had minimized the import- 
ance of his visit from the start. ‘‘We are not engaged 
in negotiations here. We are merely: exchanging 
ideas’’. And all the evidence indicated after it was 
over that this element of what has been called the 
Vatican’s Ostpolitik had been inconclusive. 


The bones of contention are the four West German 
bishoprics, Osnabruck, Hildesheim, Fulda and 
Wurzburg, whose boundaries reach far into the state 
behind the wall. The East German government of 
Erich Honecker wants the Vatican to redraw its 


diocesan boundaries to match its frontier with the 
West. 


THIS THE VATICAN has so far refdsed“to- dee 


Though in the late ‘40s, when it was becoming 
obvious that the pastoral role of the bishops in the 
parts of the dioceses in the East was becoming 
severely restricted, it appointed episcopal commis- 
sioners for the areas. 


Pressure on the Vatican to deal with the question 
of diocesan boundaries has been stepped up since 
the conclusion of the treaty between West and East 
Germany which set the seal on former chancellor 
Willy Brandt’s Ostpolitik. 


But Cardinal Julius Dopfner, Archbishop of 
Munich and chairman of the Conference of German 
Bishops, has been unyielding. In 1972, in a critical 
appraisal of Brandt’s Ostpolitik, he warned: 
‘‘Communists have never yet honored concessions 
that were made too soon.”’ 


HIS MESSAGE WAS received and understood by 
the Vatican. The four commissioners were given a 
new title—apostolic administrators—in 1973, but 
the diocesan boundaries were left unchanged. 

Archbishop Casaroli had no intention of altering 
the 1933 boundaries. But he did hope for a 
compromise solution: the creation of an East 
German National Bishops’ Conference on the lines 
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of that in Britain, which unites the prelates of 
England, Scotland and Northern Ireland, but does 
not call the state into question. Cardinal Dopfner 
disagreed, however, saying it would amount to 
formal diplomatic recognition of East Germany by 
the Vatican. 


Archbishop Casaroli’s caution in East Berlin went 
a long way towards allaying the fears of the 
conference, which for some time has been disturbed 
by the serious differences of opinion between the 
“foreign minister’’ and Warsaw’s Cardinal Wyszyn- 
ski, about the Vatican’s concessions to Prague and 
about the ‘‘inelegant dismissal’’ of Hungary’s 


Cardinal Mindszenty. The church has had similar’ 


problems in Hungary. 


WHEN ARCHBISHOP Casaroli first sounded out 


the Budapest government about the possibilities of 
an agreement, he was told the ‘‘Mindszenty 
problem’’ must first be solved. In February, 1971, 
Pope Paul removed the man who, for 15 years, had 
been the country’s symbol -of unshakeable

opposition to communism and that paved the way for 
an agreement between Church and state. 


Although the terms of the treaty were never made 
public, Church documents from Hungary reaching 
the West make it clear that its effect has been to 
inspire resignation rather than hope. 


One of the Vatican’s chief aims was to° appoint 
bishops to sees which have long been vacant. But 
the reports suggest that the new prelates have given 
in to government pressure and failed to create a 
sense of security among members of the 
congregation. On religious education, for example, 
the state has dismantled the treaty’s provisions one 
by one. 


The Vatican’s Ostpolitik in Czechoslovakia has 
been even less impressive. 


FOUR NEW BISHOPS were consecrated in 
Prague after endless negotiations there by 
Archbishop Casaroli. But the Vatican had to accept 
as one of them Msgr. Vrana, president of Pacem in 
Terris, a clerical association set up for clergy loyal to 
the new regime after Dubcek’s fall: 
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Archbishop Casaroli had stipulated that Msgr. 
Vrana should give up the presidency beforé being 
consecrated a bishop. Msgr. Vrana and _ the 
government.agreed, but he was made a bishop and 
kept his post. 

Restrictions imposed on Czech Catholics, especi- 
ally in largely Catholic Solvakia, have yet to be 
lifted. And, since May, 1974, a campaign of 
repression against the Church has been waged. 


AS ONE PRAGUE radio commentator put it: 
“People remain religious. They force us to drive 
religion out of them by force. They are enemies of 
our society.’’ Bishop Vrana, however, appears to 
have made no protest. 

Another point negotiated by Archbishop’ Casaroli 
was that the education of priests should not be 
hindered. Since then two seminaries have been 


‘ closed, nine of the 14 dioceses are without a bishop, 


and in the Prague diocese alone 533 of the 835 
parishes have no priest. 


Father Studeny, leader of a secret resistance 
movement against the communist rulers has been 
held and tortured in jail in Kassibern for two years 
without being charged. 


IN POLAND, the bishops are in open opposition to 
the Vatican’s Ostpolitik, so much so that when 
Archbishop Casaroli came to Warsaw last year to 
negotiate with the government Cardinal Wyszynski, 
the Polish primate, left town so that he would not 
have to receive him. However, the cardinal attended 
the Vatican Synod later in 1974 and held talks with 
Pope Paul. 


One of the major results of the Polish-Vatican 
accord was Rome’s directive to the Polish bishops to 
cease all ideological and political opposition to the 
regime. 

A few months later, in a militant pastoral letter to 
their flocks, who are said to comprise 80 per cent of 
the Polish population, the bishops stated that the 
‘‘dialogue’’ with the government was not taking 
place. The state guaranteed free religious education, 


_ but it also forbade the use of school premises, and 


improvised premises were closed on the grounds 


that they were unhygienic. 


NO ONE IN Poland is Raiitied” to higher 
education without a home visit from officials. If they 
find a crucifix or other religious objects, no_ 
permission is given. If Catholics profess their faith 
publicly, their wages are eee and they are not 
promoted. 


The final paragraph of the rebellious seacal 
letter was aimed at the Vatican’s Ostpolitik: ‘‘Take 
courage and persevere. Nobody will be allowed to 
turn this nation into a nation of atheists against the 
will of the faithful, parents and children.’’ An 
obviously shaken Vatican afterwards advised 
“‘moderation.’’ 


Cardinal Dopfner says there have always been 
differences of opinion between the Pope, who has 
more general interests to think of, and the national 
bishops. He also describes as ‘‘pyre fantasy’’ the 
view that the Vatican has undertaken its 
rapprochement with the East because it sees there a 
new morality joined with discipline and a sense of 
sacrifice, which is in stark contrast to Western 
decadence. 


The setbacks of the Vatican’s Ostpolitik show, he 
says, that communism is the church’s most 
dangerous enemy. ¥

Back-packing pilgrims 


We were talking...about burdens and 
packs and the odd fact that our idea of 
what constitutes daily necessities is 
conditioned by the degree of wealth and 
comfort in our lives. 

“In life as inschess, one’s own: 
pawns block one’s way. 

A man’s very. wealth, ease, 
leisure, children, books which 
should help him to win, more often 
checkmate him.’’ 


CHARLES BUXTON, the 18th century 
author, may have been a little jaundiced in. 


his view of children as an obstacle to © 


progress, but it is true that our 
‘‘nawns’’—the things we use and 
possess—often do stand in the way of our 
personal development. 


The more we possess, the greater our 
anxiety to hold on to it. The more 
comfortably we live, the wider our circle of 
‘‘minimal needs,’’ the more difficult it 
becomes to see our lives and purpose in 
their basic perspectives. 


We are like travelers who stand trapped 
in a mound of baggage, unable to move 
without the aid of some cf transport, 
afraid to leave in case something may be 
irrevocably lost to us. 


IT IS AN attitude that can seep into 
every aspect of our lives, particularly the 
spiritual life. Recently, during a talk on 
the simple approach to the spiritual life, a 
priest referred to his experiences of 
‘‘back-packing’’ in the Sierras. 


‘It is astonishing,’’ he said,- ‘‘how 
many ‘basic necessities’ you can discard 
when the alternative is carrying them on 
your back for: three weeks or more, 
wherever you go.”’ 


All too often, he implied, we embark 
upon our spiritual pilgrimages heavily - 
laden with defense mechanisms. and all 
manner of provisions for our comfort and 
protection. | : ; 


HE WHO TRAVELS lightest, travels 
fastest. He must also travel in confidence, 
-1 should think, hoping for the best, 
trusting in the guidance of God and the 
help of friends.’ 


During my years in Africa | was 
frequently amazed at the remarkable. 
distances African men—even those ad- 
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vanced in years—could travel on foot, 
carrying nothing but a staff, a knife, and a 
kerchief wrapped around a chunk of bread 


“or corn meal. 


They walked swiftly, with a steady, 


even gait through the bush. They went : 


without fear, not anticipating trouble, but 
prepared to deal with it if and when it 
should arise. : 
THEY WALKED IN trust, depending. 
upon the customary hospitality of the rural 
people, knowing that they would not be 
refused rest or food by those they would 
approach on the way. 


Among these country people, poverty 
was a fact of life and their common and 
ever-present need led them also to share 
what they had and give what they could 
spare to a friend or traveler. 


It was, in a broad sense, a community 
effort, and every person who_ helped 
another did so in the confident hope that 
similar aid would, be forthcoming in his 
own extreme need. . 

IT WAS AN expectation possible only 
among people with a. mutual understand- 
ing of hospitality as a true value to be 
honored above all else, and practiced even 
in poverty. ; 

Paradoxically, it seemed to be this very 
awareness of the precariousness of their 
existence that inhibited them from 
denying the need of another. They 
accepted the uncertainties of their life in a 
kind of hopeful abandonment, in which 
heroic generosity was not only possible 
but anticipated. 


It was the kind of abandonment and 


generosity that marked the lives of the 
early Christians, but not one for which 
Christians are universally noted today. 
PERHAPS “WE do not admit the 
precariousness of our own existence. 
Perhaps we cannot accept the idea of our 


own spiritual poverty. In any case, we . 


seem to cling to the illusion of wealth and 
set out with bursting packs bowing our 
backs. j

load if we are to progress. Defenses, 
fears, arrogance, resentments, anger, 
intellectualism—there. is no end to the 
“‘cherished possessions’’ which come to 
litter our road. ; 
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Small office at CCS hides 
active staff placing refugees

Crammed into a small office already 
bursting at the seams with battered desks, 
long tables and filing drawers, two 
seminarians, a retired businesswomen, a 
Vietnamese student and a young secretary 


~ have found that love, love of people, is what 


keeps them going. 

Spending most of their waking hours, 
Monday through Friday, trying to find 
sponsors in this diocese ‘for Vietnamese 
refugees are Jim Crossman, Javier Kutsche, 


Helen Ettorre, Hung Duc Nguyen and Karen - 


Nealy. 


THEY ARE the staff of the diocesan 
Refugee Resettlement Office, the unsung 


heroes in the efforts of the Church to find. 


homes and jobs in this country for refugee 
families. 


Begun last May as the first refugees 
began arriving at Camp Pendleton Marine 
‘Base near Oceanside, the office is the 
newest branch of the diocesan Catholic 
Community Services (CCS) near St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral. 


Faced with the compelling urgency of 
their task, resettling as many refugees as 
possible in this diocese, and with no 
previous experience to guide them, the 
office staff received their ‘‘baptism under 
fire’’. 


BUT IN THE last two and a half months, 
they have organized their operation and 
successfully placed refugee families with 80 
sponsors—37 parishes and 43 individuals. 


Finding parishes and people to sponsor 
Vietnamese families is the task of Javier 
Kutsche, a native of Chula Vista’s St. Pius X 
parish who graduated from the diocesan St. 
Francis Seminary last spring. 

He is office manager and assigns nearly 30 


field representatives who have volunteered 
to interview and develop profile sheets on 


studies at St. Patrick’s Seminary, Menlo 
Park, this fall, also works to encourage 
parishes to sponsor refugee families and 
spends several evenings each week talking 


to parish groups. 


Helen Ettorre, a retired legal secretary 
from All Hallows parish, La Jolla, walked~ 
into the office a couple of months ago to see 
about sponsoring a family. 


She ended up volunteering to work 
fulltime as placement director. She is the 
resettlement office’s contact with the United ° 
States Catholic Conference (USCC) at Camp 
Pendleton... : 


HER DUTIES include matching sponsor 
profiles with refugee profiles and arranging 
to. get sponsors and refugees together. 
‘“‘Helen is really delightful and plays 
‘Mother’ to us all,’’ claims Kutsche. 


Jim Crossman, a native of St. Brigid’s 
parish, Pacific Beach, will be a third-year 
theology student at St. Patrick’s this fall. 


He is the office’s ‘‘caseworker’’ and is in 
charge of dealing with problems arising after 
refugee families have been placed with their 
sponsors. 


CROSSMAN SAID that so far the office 
has been ‘“‘lucky’’ and few major problems 
have cropped up with sponsorships it has 
arranged. But he said he has had to deal 
with several serious problems with sponsor- 
ships arranged by other agencies. 


Hung Duc Nguyen came to the U.S. four 
years ago to study engineering and now 
attends San Diego State University. 


He began working at the office as 
interpreter and special assistant two 
months ago and, in addition to his duties 
at the office, is sponsoring his own family of 
18 who came to the U.S. with the refugees. 

FINALLY, Karen Nealy is the office 
secretary, and besides answering a constant- 
ly ringing phone, she types, files and writes 
letters. ‘‘And more importantly,’’ according

placement program, but deals more directly 
with USCC. 


He claims that “‘no diocese in the country 
has a better resettlement staff’’, and points 
with particular pride to the efforts of the 
seminarians—Crossman and Kutsche—and 
to Helen Ettorre’s voluntary 60-hour work 
week. 


Msgr. Doran said, “‘but Jim and Javier will 
return to their studies this fall and we will 
have to replace them. And that’s not going 
to be easy.”” 

MEANWHILE, back in the refugee office, 
resettlement efforts continue each day with 
the staff members alternately overjoyed 
when a successful sponsorship is arranged, 


or dejected when a promising one falls 


through.

MEXICO CITY—Mexican 
Catholics have begun con- 
struction of a new $12 million 
shrine to replace the 265- 
year-old Basilica of Our Lady 
of Guadalupe, Patroness of 
the Americas, on Tepeyac 
Hill near here. 


The bishops of Mexico 
designated Auxiliary Bishop 
Patrick F. Flores of San 
Antonio, Tex., to be ‘‘USA 


Padrino’’ (sponsor) to solicit — 


donations in this country to 
support the project. 

IN A LETTER to dioceses 
throughout the U.S., Bishop 
Flores wrote: ‘‘The older 
basilica has deteriorated be- 


yond repair. It is too small for 


the crowds, inadequate for 
liturgical purposes and cate- 
chistic objectives.”’ 


Noting the current econo- 


mic situation in this country, 
Bishop Flores said he hopes 
that a great number of 
people will give small a- 
mounts. ‘“‘Every little bit 
counts,’’ he said.

[NC NEWS Service reports
